WASiiiSflTOX, July 10.—The navy de­ 
partment ia at* *ut to nude:lake the re­ 
cruiting of western blood in the navy, 
and to this end recruiting nations will 
be* establish^ 1 at Duluth, Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee, Toledo, Buffalo and other lake 
citie». 
The plan is to secure for the 
navy an many of the lake sailors a» pos­ 
sible. 
W hen the department came to 
reolixe the fact that not. a single vessel 
iu the nayal service had a full com ple­ 
ment of ordinary seamen and sailors 
and that men of the high standard fie­ 
ri m l by the navy eould not be procured 
iu m fic k n t numbers in the coast cities, 
kl was decided to recruit from the lake*. 
Mwst of the sailors who man our war­ 
ships are from const cities, although re­ 
cently some westerners have been drift­ 
ing into the service and it was felt tliat 
if this movement could be stim ulated 
the navy would be benefitted by secur­ 
ing a larger proportion of native Ameri­ 
can stock in its enlistment. 
le tte rs re- 
wived at the navy department showed 
that one obstacle to the entry of west­ 
erners into the service was the fact that 
the men who were willing and anxious 
to enter had not the means to reach the 
seaboard citie» where enlistments an' 
made. 
It is for this reason tliar tem ­
